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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 156 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The Examiner considered Patent Number 6,075,587 by Shiau to be the prior art 
most closely related to the Applicant's claimed invention. Although the currency 
recognition device disclosed by said '587 patent incorporates ultraviolet lamp 40 and a 
display means 72, it fails to disclose or suggest the infrared/ultraviolet light emitter 
configuration of the Applicant's independent claim 1.
